1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

Said examiner's amendment is made 
to correct the duplicity of claim 20 with claim 12.

b. Please rejoin withdrawn claims 1-3, 11-26, 45-60, and 62-65. 
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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114. 

Response to Amendment 

2. Applicant's amendment filed with the RCE on May 25, 2007, has been entered. Claims 
4, 5, 1 1, 19, 24-27, 45, 53, 54, 57, and 58 have been amended as requested. Claims 42-44 and 61 
have been cancelled. Thus, the pending claims arc 1-41, 45-60, and 62-65, with claims 1-3, 1 1- 
26, 45-60, and 62-65 being withdrawn as non-elected. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments, see paragraph spanning pages 15-16, filed May 25, 2007, with 
respect to the availability of Abrams 6, 977,023 as prior art, have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. As such, the prior art rejections based upon Abrams 6,977,023 as set forth in section 
5 of the last Office Action (Final Rejection mailed 01/25/07) has been withdrawn.

4. Additionally, it is noted that the Declaration filed May 25, 2007, by Dr. GT Keep and Mr. 
WA Haile, has been found persuasive of the novelty and non-obviousness of the presently 
claimed invention. 

5 . An updated search of the prior art has produced no new art of record. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 4-10 and 27-41 are allowed. 

7. The restriction requirement of claims 1-65, as set forth in the Office actions mailed on 
10/05/05 and 01/30/06, has been reconsidered in view of the allowability of claims to the elected 
invention pursuant to MPEP § 821.04(a). The restriction requirement is hereby withdrawn as 
to any claim that requires all the limitations of an allowable claim. Claims 1-3, 1 1-26, 45- 
60, and 62-65, directed to non-elected inventions, are no longer withdrawn from consideration 
because the claims requires all the limitations of an allowable claim. Hence, claims 1-3, 1 1-26, 
45-60, and 62-65 are also allowed. 

8. In view of the above noted withdrawal of the restriction requirement, applicant is advised 
that if any claim presented in a continuation or divisional application is anticipated by, or 
includes all the limitations of, a claim that is allowable in the present application, such claim may 
be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting rejections over the 
claims of the instant application. 

9. Once a restriction requirement is withdrawn, the provisions of 35 U.S. C. 121 are no 
longer applicable. See In re Ziegler, 443 F.2d 1211, 1215, 170 USPQ 129, 131-32 (CCPA 1971). 
See also MPEP § 804.01.
